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Standing together to 
fight closure threats

VITAL services facing the 
chop after a council pro¬ 
posed to cut their fund¬ 
ing have issued a rallying 
cry for the people of 
Luton to help save them. 

Shopmobility, based in 
The Mall which provides 
mobility scooters for 
those in need free of 
charge, has raised doubts 
about its future after it 
was announced London 
Luton Airport Limited 
(LLAL) was slashing its 
community funding. 

Jayn Harris, co-ordina- 
tor of the service, said: 
“We were told at the end of 
last year that it could be a 
possibility that we could 
lose our funding but I only 
found out for certain 
when I checked on the 
LLAL website and saw we 
were no longer included. 

“We’re going to have to 
start charging for our ser¬ 
vice now and as we 
approach our 25th anni¬ 
versary our main aim is 
making sure we’re still 


open for business then.” 

In response, staff and 
users of Shopmobility are 
staging a protest outside 
the town hall at 10.30am 
on Tuesday. 

Five community cen¬ 
tres; Bushmead, Limbury, 
Raynham Way, Park Town 
and Marsh Farm’s Futures 
House are earmarked for 
closure after it was 
announced on Monday £1 
million of cuts would be 
made to Luton Culture’s 
budget. 

Dell Farm Outdoor 
Centre also faces the axe 
due to a £500,000 cut to 
Active Luton’s funding. 

Kathryn Knights, 34, of 
Farmbrook in Bushmead, 
Luton, has urged people 
from all areas affected to 
come together. 

She said: “They’re vital 
community assets, espe¬ 
cially in Bushmead where 
there is no other similar 
facility. We were told we 
could use the church next 
door for some activities, 
but they’ve said they’re 
unable to do so.” 

She and some friends 


have organised a meeting 
at 7pm on Thursday at 
Bushmead Community 
Centre, against the possi¬ 
ble closures. She added: “I 
want people from across 
Luton who are affected to 
come together and stand 
against the closures.” 

The five centres are set 
to be handed back to the 
control of Luton Borough 
Council on July 31, with a 
six month notice period 
being given on January 31. 

Luton on Sunday asked 
Luton Borough Council 
why the budget for 
2016/17, decided on 
Monday, February 22, did 
not take these closures 
into consideration, 
despite the three week 
overlap between the 
notice and the budget. 

LBC responded by say¬ 
ing: “The budget was cre¬ 
ated on the grounds that 
there would be an 
increased dividend and 
reduced community fund 
from LLAL in order to pro¬ 
tect vital statutory servic¬ 
es and support for the 
most vulnerable in Luton.”

£lm bill for 
ambulance 
staff crashes 
in three years 

MORE than a million pounds has 
been paid out in compensation to 
people involved in collisions with 
ambulance vehicles in the last 
three years, Luton on Sunday can 
reveal. 

The East of England Ambulance 
Service Trust (EEAST) said it had 
taken disciplinary action against 
staff in a ‘handful of cases’ after 
21 vehicles were written off and 
550 compensation claims were 
received in that time period. 

The news follows a Freedom of 
Information (Fol) request submit¬ 
ted by LoS to EEAST. 

A spokeswoman for the service 
said paramedics involved in acci¬ 
dents are given extra driver train¬ 
ing, ‘among other actions’. Crews 
already undertake nationally 
approved training before getting 
behind the wheel and are re¬ 
assessed every five years. 

The spokeswoman added: 
“Understandably, our crews drive 
under very difficult circumstances 
and the number of driving inci¬ 
dents we see is relatively small 
when considering the 950,000 
emergency 999 calls we take and 
460,000 non-emergency patient 
journeys we handle every year.” 

The same requests sent to other 
organisations in Bedfordshire 
revealed that two police officers 
involved in accidents were fined 
and given penalty points as a 
result of poor driving. 

The force paid out £377,391 after 
receiving 72 compensation claims 
and had 12 cars worth a total of 
£105,652 written off.

Brain tumour cop won’t be 
stopped from raising cash

A SERVING police officer in 
Bedfordshire is determined to 
run another marathon this year 
- despite learning that an 
aggressive and incurable 
tumour he’d previously had 
removed from his brain has 
returned. 

Dad-of-two Steve Holbrook, 36, 
who is currently based in Luton, 
first discovered he had a brain 
tumour after completing the 
Milton Keynes half marathon in 


March last year. On April 10 last 
year, Steve, a serving officer with 
Bedfordshire Police for 15 years 
covering areas such as 
Biggleswade, had surgery to 
remove the tumour and recov¬ 
ered well. 

However in January this year 
he was told the tumour was 
growing once more. It was heart 
breaking news after Steve, who 
has two kids, Emma, 6, and 
Mason, 3, had worked so hard to 
get himself healthy by losing five 
stone and quitting smoking ten 
years ago. 


He said: “I was terrified of 
death and found myself in a very 
dark place, imagining that I had 
just months to live and wouldn’t 
be here to see my kids grow up.” 

Now Steve hopes to take part in 
this year’s Milton Keynes half 
marathon to raise much-needed 
funds for Brain Tumour Research 
during March which is brain 
tumour awareness month.

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Cops swerve bid 
to remove bikes 

FEARS that motorcycles used to tackle anti-social behaviour would 
be removed have been quashed by the police. 

Earlier this week it was announced bikes used by Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire Joint Protective Services 
(BCHJSP) could be redeployed elsewhere. 

Nuisance bikers have been terrorising locals across the county 
for several months. 

Chief superintendent Simon Hawkins from BCHJSP has now con¬ 
firmed the cops’ bikes are safe: “There are no plans to stop using 
off-road bikes in Bedfordshire, in fact three bikes will be dedicated 
for use solely within the county. 

“The use of off-road bikes by the Bedfordshire, Cambridgeshire 
and Hertfordshire Roads Policing Unit is under review, however it 
has been agreed that the motorcycles will continue to be used to 
support operations in Bedfordshire.” 

The bikes have been used to try to deter riders who have plagued 
people in Luton, Dunstable and Houghton Regis in particular. 

Officers launched a dedicated email address for reports of bikers 
after residents said the force was not doing enough to tackle the 
problem.

Passengers’ call to get 
railways back on track

A TRAIN operator has 
apologised to customers 
after cancellations left 
passengers stranded in the 
cold. 

Last Sunday, Govia 
Thameslink scrapped some 
late services between St 
Pancras and Bedford 
because of a ‘temporary 
shortage of drivers’. 

This meant passengers 
faced a long wait for a 
replacement coach or a 
later train. 

In recent months the 
operator, which took over 
from First Capital Connect, 
has been under pressure to 
train more drivers and plug 


the gaps. Govia spokesman 
Roger Perkins said 38 new 
drivers had joined in the 
last year, with 106 still 
under tuition. 

But passengers 
calling for drastic 
action to get 
train services 
back on track. 

Ampthill man 
Malcolm 
Tattersall had 
been travelling 
home from 

London at 11.15pm 
on Sunday, dressed as a 
colonel in the US Air Force 
after attending a special 
cinema screening. 

He said he and around 100 
other passengers were left 
stranded until a small 



33-seater coach arrived 45 
minutes later. He was una¬ 
ble to get on and was left to 
wait until 1.20am for the 
next available train. 

He said: “It is time 
this bunch of clowns 
were stripped of 
their franchise. 

“The dunder¬ 
heads in the con¬ 
trol room and the 
twerps who draw 
up the driver’s work 
rotas make the most 
bizarre decisions. 

“Passengers are forever 
being told trains have been 
cancelled because of 
‘mechanical failure’ or ‘a 
member of the crew not 
available’. 

“Those trains that aren’t 


cancelled, are invariably 
late, particularly at night, 
and then when they do 
finally arrive passengers 
are frequently informed 
that they will be ‘running 
fast’ in a bid to make up lost 
time and so will not be 
stopping at your station.” 

Mr Perkins said: “We 
would like to apologise sin¬ 
cerely to passengers who 
had a difficult journey. 

“Since we took over the 
franchise we have been 
recruiting and training 
new drivers as fast as pos¬ 
sible but it takes over a year 
to train each driver and 
despite tripling the number 
of courses we run, they 
cannot all be trained in one 

go.”

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Man dies after blaze 
breaks out in his flat 

A MAN who died in a fire after his flat caught fire in 
Kensworth this week has been named as 63-year- 
old Adrian Gall. 

An inquest into his death has been opened and 
adjourned by a coroner to a later date which is yet 
to be confirmed. 

Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue Service received a 
call about a fire in a block of flats in Ridgeway, 
Kensworth, at 7.59am on Monday. 

Two fire engines from Dunstable Community Fire 
Station were sent to the scene and when they 
arrived ten minutes later they called for support 
from their nearby colleagues in Markyate, 
Hertfordshire. 

Firefighters fought the blaze in the flat wearing 
breathing apparatus to protect themselves from 
smoke and fumes and using a fire hose and cover¬ 
ing jet. The fire was extinguished by 8.45am but the 
service continues to investigate the cause. 



Training needed to 
reduce crash bills

LUTON Borough council has 
spent more than £58,000 in 
compensation payments to 
people involved in collisions 
with vehicles driven by its 
staff. 

A Freedom of Information 
request sent to Luton Borough 
Council by Luton on Sunday 
showed that between 2012 
and 2015 it received 358 com¬ 
pensation claims and paid 
£58,550 for injuries suffered 
such as whiplash and sprains. 

Meanwhile Bedford 


Borough Council forked out 
£253,815 and Central 
Bedfordshire paid £38,545. 

Neil Greig, from the Institute 
of Advanced Motorists, said 
councils could make ‘real 
savings’ by taking driver 
training seriously. 

All councils said they regu¬ 
larly monitored staff driving. 

Mr Greig said: “The figures 
for compensation is a real 
waste of money and that 
could be avoided if councils 
ensure that their drivers get 
training. Organisations can 
reduce their bills and driver 
training costs money but in 
nearly every case we have 
come across it saves money.” 


Luton council was unable to 
say if disciplinary action had 
been taken against any work¬ 
ers involved in a collision. 

Central Bedfordshire was 
also unable to provide the 
information but Bedford said 
it had dismissed one worker. 

A Luton spokesman said: 
“We continually monitor the 
quality of our officers’ driv¬ 
ing and put any necessary 
measures in place to support 
staff in improving their driv¬ 
ing skills. While we are not 
complacent, we note that the 
sums we have had to award in 
compensation are favourable 
compared to other public 
sector organisations.” 


House crash family still cannot use front room

Helping kids in need 


Nick and his colleagues at the 
Luton branch of the NSPCC work 
tirelessly to help children and 
young people who have suffered 
from sexual abuse through 
services like Protect and Respect. 



IT’s been two years since 
NSPCC opened its centre in 
Luton - since then we’ve had 
over 200 referrals for chil¬ 
dren and young people who 
have experienced sexual 
abuse. 

Every child deserves to feel 
safe, protected and loved but 
the grotesque nature of child 
abuse undermines that - this 
must stop. 

Nationally, 1 in 20 children 
in the UK have been sexually 
abused but a high number of 
these cases go unreported, 
undetected, unprosecuted 
and untreated. 

Sexual abuse can have 
many varied impacts on chil¬ 
dren and young people. The 
stress suffered by an abused 
child can have a significant 
impact on the child’s health 
and development. It can 
impact on behaviour and 
relationships, including risky 
or harmful sexual behaviour, 
delinquency, crime and poor 
parenting. In the longer term, 
the consequences can limit 
future opportunities and lead 
to further problems later in 
life. 

One of the services which 
the Luton centre in Adelaide 
Street provides is called 
Letting the Future In which 
helps children who have 
been sexually abused. 

Many children and young 
people who use this service 
have told us they feel con¬ 
fused and upset about what 
has happened to them. They 
have said that having the 
chance to express their feel¬ 
ings really helps. 

We see boys and girls aged 
four to 17 in our special play 
therapy rooms. They do 
things like messy play, writ¬ 
ing, storytelling and art to 
help express feelings that 
they can’t put into words. 

Play is a natural way for 
children to express them¬ 


selves. They can safely work 
through past experiences 
and come to understand and 
move on from what has hap¬ 
pened. 

We start by meeting for 
three or four weekly ses¬ 
sions to get an understand¬ 
ing of the child’s needs. Over 
time they will get to know us 
and begin to open up about 
their feelings. It can take up 
to a year before they are 
ready to move on. 

We also talk to their par¬ 
ents or carers to help the 
whole family. Parents and 
carers of children who have 
been sexually abused can 
play a really important role in 
helping their child recover. 
They are offered some indi¬ 
vidual support and some 
joint sessions with the child. 

Another vital service we 
run is called Protect and 
Respect which supports chil¬ 
dren and young people at 
risk of being sexually exploit¬ 
ed. In Luton we have had 
100 referrals for Protect and 
Respect. It’s imperative we 
stay on top of the different 
ways young people can be 
lured into sexual exploitation. 

We see changes in the way 
children are sexually exploit¬ 
ed linked to changes in soci¬ 
ety, and how technology is 
becoming increasingly 
important in young people’s 
lives. For example, texting, 
email and the internet pro¬ 
vides an easy and often hid¬ 
den way for abusers to build 
and develop relationships 
with young people. 

If we feel that Protect and 
Respect isn’t suitable for a 
young person, we will always 
help them to find services 
that can support them.

“Around Studley Road is a 
particular bad area, along 
with the town centre. 

“We’re trying to educate 
people so that the problem 
doesn’t get any worse. 

Carly Turner, from Cats 
Protection said: “Luton is a 
particular problem area. 

“Getting your cat neutered 
is extremely important. 

“Just one unneutered female 
cat can be responsible for as 
many as 20,000 offspring in 


just five years so neutering 
will help to drive down the 
number of unwanted kittens 
in the future. 

“It also has many benefits 
for a pet cat’s health by mak¬ 
ing them less likely to roam, 
to spray and to fight, reducing 
the possibility of contracting 
life-threatening diseases.” 

It can cost up to £40 to have 
a cat microchipped but it also 
gives owners peace of mind 
should their pet go missing. 

This will also stop the prob¬ 
lem of increasing numbers of 
stray cats in Luton.

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Paedo jailed over 
historic sex crime 


Successfully selling

A MARRIED man who preyed on youngsters 
in Luton was given a 28 year extended prison 
sentence this week when he appeared at 
Luton Crown Court. 

Ahmed Jaral had been convicted at the end 
of a trial in January of sex offences involving 
five victims. On Monday when the 45-year- 
old appeared via a video link from Bedford 
Prison where he has been held, the judge said 
he still had no insight into what he’d done to 
his victims and he still showed no remorse. 

The jury heard Jaral had committed offenc¬ 
es of three of his victims, a young girl and two 
young boys in the 1980s and the 1990s. This 
week some of his victims, who are now adults, 
were in court to see him jailed. 

Jaral, a married man of Grange Avenue in 
Luton, had earlier been found guilty by the 
jury of three offences of buggery, three 
offences indecent assault, three offences of 
attempting to commit buggery and four 
offences of indecent assault on a male person. 

His victims had been aged between five and 
their early teens. 

Before passing sentence Judge Michael Kay 
QC was told that sometimes Jaral had put on 
porn films in front of the children before 
sexually abusing them and what he did to the 
children had left some of them in pain and 
needing medical attention. 

Judge Kay told the defendant the custodial 
element of the sentence meant he would 
receive a prison sentence of 20 years and lia¬ 
ble to recall for a further eight years. 


Right up your street, 

West country 
eft its 
on town 

THIS week Howard Chandler looks at why 
some of our streets come from the west... 


A number of streets in Luton are named after 
towns and cities in England. 

Are they just random or can we see pat¬ 
terns? I noticed that some street names in the 
Ramridge area are from the west of England. 
Council meeting minutes told me that 
Somerset, Walcot, Taunton and Exton Avenues 
were named in 1937. Taunton is the county 
town of Somerset and Exton is close by, while 
Walcot is a suburb of Bath. The minutes also 
show that the names were suggested by the 
developer - Provincial Estates Development 
(Bath) Limited. They bought the land from the 
Hartop family, who also sold land to the coun¬ 
cil for Luton Airport at this time. 

Four more roads were laid out in 1938 but 
only a few houses had been started before the 
war interrupted progress. In November 1941 
the council approved the road names Yeovil, 
Burnham, Clevedon and Williton suggested by 
the same developer, but building work did not 
resume until 1946.

Documenting our

‘MAN is unquestioningly the 
greatest enemy of docu¬ 
ments.’ 

These words adorn the stu¬ 
dio of Vikki Manners, the 
conservator at the 
Bedfordshire Archives and 
Records Service, who works 
tirelessly to protect our 
town’s history. 

If there are important doc¬ 
uments to keep safe or make 
suitable to handle, she is 
your woman, and even 
though her children tell her 
she has an ‘old lady job’, she 
relishes every moment. 

“Every Monday I walk in 
and wonder what will be 
waiting for me,” she said. 

“When I worked at the 
Panacea Museum, all of the 
items that would come in 
were from the same 
Edwardian period, but the 
exciting thing about working 
here is you never know what 
you might stumble across.” 

Not aiming to ‘restore’ the 
items, all of the work done is 
reversible and done to ena¬ 
ble the documents to be 
handled safely and delay 
their deterioration. 

Vikki said: “So often his¬ 
torical items are left in attics 
or basements, where they 
are subject to damp and 
mould, or just kept in 
unsuitable packaging that is 
acidic and wears away the 



documents. The first thing 
we do when we receive any¬ 
thing at the archives is 
check it to ensure that it is 
cleaned, to protect the 
things we currently have in 
the archived, and properly 
packaged in our special acid 
free folders.” 

And when it comes to the 
hands-on conservation 
work, Vikki is keen on pre¬ 
serving the integrity of the 
document instead of simply 
giving it a facelift, a change 


from only a few years ago. 

She said: “It is interesting 
to look back at the past and 
how people used to conserve 
documents, as the science is 
always changing. 

“Currently we use cellulose 
based glues made up of rice 
paste and water for paper 
documents and gelatine 
based adhesive for parch¬ 
ments or animal skin, 
matching up the product to 
be as uninvasive to the orig¬ 
inal as possible.”

Mini Clubman 

Take a look inside... 


The Clubman was launched in 
2007 as the first truly practical 
MINI but came with one key 
drawback: you couldn’t have 
two rear passenger doors. This 
second generation model not only 
corrects that oversight but is also 
smarter, better equipped, higher- 
tech and more efficient. But it 
joins a range that, in the Hatch 
5-Door and Countryman models, 
already boasts similar design of 
this type. Can it stand out? 

MINIs have always been known 
for handling excellence and this 
MK2 model Clubman should be 
no exception. Based on the same 
‘UKL’ platform as the BMW 2-Se¬ 
ries Active "lourer and measuring 
the same distance between the 
wheels, it offers sophisticated 
suspension with what is promised 
to be the highest level of ride 
refinement ever for a MINI. 

There’s a familiar range of 
engines under the bonnet. The 
usual three cylinder 1.5 litre 
136PS petrol unit features in the 
standard Cooper alongside a 2.0 
litre 192PS four cylinder petrol 
engine for the pokier Cooper 
S. The Cooper D diesel gets a 
2.0-litre unit with 150PS and all 
engines are turbocharged and 
offer 0-62mph in less than 10 
seconds. The quickest option will 
be the Cooper S 0-62mph pos¬ 


sible in as little as 7.1 seconds. 

Standard with all three engines 
is a six-speed manual gearbox - 
with automatic transmission an 
option on all. The smallest three 
cylinder motor can be optioned 
with a ‘Steptronic’ auto that 
offers six ratios, while the 2.0 
litre units both get the option 
of an eight-speed auto ‘box that 
includes steering wheel-mounted 
paddles. 

There’s no disputing that from 
the outside, the Clubman still 
looks like a MINI, even though 
it’s actually longer than the Coun¬ 
tryman Crossover model. If any¬ 
thing, the Clubman’s increased 
length and width helps stretch 
this intriguing take on MINI de¬ 
sign language, making it to some 
eyes even more attractive than 
the basic Hatch versions. The 
key change that owners of the 
previous generation models will 
notice is the availability at last of 
two rear passenger doors, both 
fitted with frameless windows for 
a coupe (or old school Subaru) 
feel. 

The designers have done their 
damnedest to make this second 
generation Clubman a distinct 
and desirable model in its own 
right. The result is character¬ 
ful but distinctly MINI - just as 
potential buyers will want.

Cyclists bring 
back memories

BRITISH sports fans would 
give a lot to regain the feeling 
they had during the 2012 
Olympics when our athletes 
produced a quantity of suc¬ 
cess unprecedented in living 
memory. 

Who knows? It could be a 
sensation we all feel again in 
five months’ time when this 
year’s Games get under way in 
Rio de faneiro should Team 
GB threaten to match their 
achievements in London. 

But it was at one of the ven¬ 
ues used during that incredi¬ 
ble summer of four years ago 
that has given us a reminder 
of how exhilarating it was. 

The Track Cycling World 
Championship has been tak¬ 
ing place this week at the Lee 
Valley Velo Park; the scene of 
some of 2012’s most memora¬ 
ble moments. 

It was a place that became 
synonymous with the deafen¬ 
ing noise that accompanied 
the British cycling team 
sweeping up seven out of the 
ten gold medals available. 



Established stars like Sir 
Chris Hoy and Stotfold’s own 
Victoria Pendleton shone 
while new heroes emerged in 
the shape of Laura Trott and 
fason Kenny. 

The first two names men¬ 
tioned have since retired, 
although Pendleton is forging 
a new career for herself in 
horse racing and memorably 
won her first race as a jockey 
this week. 

With performance director 
Sir Dave Brailsford moving on 
as well, the team has had to 
undergo a regeneration in 
recent years and there have 
been a few teething troubles. 

After such a prolonged spell 


of success it was a shock to see 
no British gold-medallists at 
last year’s World 
Championship and this edi¬ 
tion started on a flat note 
with both sprint teams and 
the women’s pursuit team 
under-performing. 

Thankfully, Thursday night 
lit the fuse as Trott emerged 
victorious in the women’s 
scratch race and was heralded 
by a familiar wall of noise. 

But the highlight of the 
night’s action was the 
enthralling final of the men’s 
team pursuit between Great 
Britain and Australia. 

The atmosphere when the 
British quartet of Sir Bradley 
Wiggins, Ion Dibben, Owain 
Doull and Ed Clancy threat¬ 
ened to win an unlikely gold 
medal in the closing stages 
was simply incredible. 

They fell short on the final 
lap, but if this is what a team 
still getting used to each other 
is capable of, imagine what 
they’ll be like after five more 
months racing together. 


This summer can’t come 
quickly enough. 

■ Before this week, fans of 
English football had probably 
never heard of Charlie 
Stillitano, the chairman of 
Relevent Sports, the American 
company that organises the 


over-blown pre-season tour¬ 
nament, the International 
Champions Cup. 

But he quickly made plenty 
of enemies among them with 
his, frankly, cretinous views 
on the Champions League, 
questioning whether the likes 
of Leicester City have a place 


in it and raising the spectre of 
closing it off to so-called elite 
clubs. 

We can dismiss the views as 
those of someone with no 
understanding of football for 
now, but here’s hoping people 
like him never gain any real 
influence in the game.

AFTER a promising start to 
their London One North 
league game at home to 
Chingford this weekend, 
Luton let a 16-10 half-time 
lead slip, eventually losing 
23-16, and so have relegation 
out of the division confirmed 
as a mathematical certainty. 

Rik Hobbs scored Luton’s 
only try of the game, con¬ 
verted it, and added three 
penalties to give his side the 
advantage at the turnaround. 

“We went to sleep at the 
start of the second half and 
let them back in,” said 
Luton’s manager Dicky 
Jones. “We had a try disal¬ 
lowed late on, that would 
have put as back in the lead, 
and they scored a penalty 
late on to seal the win. 

We were hoping to stave off 


relegation for a few more 
games, but it’s not to be - 
but it’s always going to be an 
uphill struggle when you lose 
22 players at the start of the 
season, and these weren’t 
fringe players, but it is what 
it is, we’re now looking to 
next season.” 

Stockwood Park’s promo¬ 
tion push continues follow¬ 
ing their 41-14 win on the 
road at St Neots in Midlands 
Three East (South), the result 
sees them move nine points 
clear of third-placed Long 
Buckby with three games left 
to play. 

Dave Brooks made his 
debut in the Park back line 
and bagged a hat-trick in the 
first quarter of the game to 
give Stockwood an early 
advantage that was never 


threatened. 

Leading 22-14 at the break, 
Stockwood had already 
bagged the four-try bonus 
point but still had work to do 
to secure the win, leuan Beal 
had got Park off the mark 
before Brooks’ early hat- 
trick. 

After the restart Michael 
Powell, Alex Harnett and 
James Hankey all crossed 
the whitewash, with Steve 
Pollock adding two more 
conversions to the one he’d 
kicked in the first half, to 
secure the bonus-point win. 

In the same division 
Dunstablians were beaten 
29-8 at league-leaders 
Oundle, a defeat that leaves 
them 20 points off a play-off 
place, with four league 
games remaining.

MARK Tyler is expected to join 
Peterborough United after Luton 
brought in Derby County keeper 
Jonathan Mitchell on loan until 
the end of the season.

“I didn’t want to stand in his 
way, so I spoke to him and Barry 
Fry [Peterborough Director of 
Football] over the last few weeks 
and we said that when the right 
time comes to do it then we’ll let 
him do it. 

“Tyles has been a great servant 
for Peterborough, he’s been a 
great servant for Luton. 

“He’s a fantastic professional so 
we felt it was only right that we 
didn’t stand in his way, but in 
order to do that we had to get the 
right one in.” 

Mitchell, 21, didn’t disappoint 
with a commanding performance 
on his fantastic Football League 
debut, even providing the ball 
which found its way to Jack 
Marriott for the winner. 

“When we bring a goalkeeper of 
his calibre in, you start them 
because we believe he’s improved 
our 11. Without getting carried 
away, the kid was outstanding,” 
Jones said. 

“We enquired about Jonny. 
Darren Wassail [Derby manager] 
has been fantastic. He believes in 
what we do here. I know him, he 
knows how I work and we had 
similar philosophies to Derby, 
when I was at Brighton.

THIS was the point Luton 
Town started to believe. 

“Swing low,” was the song - 
in honour of Jack Marriott’s 
sublime 26th minute winner 
- but aim high is the message 
after his fourth goal in five 
games to put Town three 
points away from the League 
Two play-offs. 

Four victories on the bounce 
have transformed Luton’s for¬ 
tunes and now all bets are on 
for an end of season run-in 
which has moved from mid¬ 
term Dullsville to a land of 
hope. And glory? We’ll wait 
and see but they’re very much 
back in the hunt. 

At the full time whistle, boss 
Nathan Jones led his warriors 
back across the Brisbane 
Road pitch to the 1,402 deliri¬ 
ous, travelling supporters, 


beating his chest, pumping 
his fists and bellowing out a 
roar which reverberated 
around east London and, 
quite possibly, all throughout 
League Two. “Nathan Jones’ 
barmy army” was the chant in 
response because now those 
fans are beginning to sense 
that there’s something is hap¬ 
pening. 

That was because against a 
Leyton Orient side, who 
began the day in the last play¬ 
off spot, six points ahead of 
the Hatters, this result felt 
hugely significant. Not least 
because they were forced to 
defend for the majority of the 
second half. 

Scott Cuthbert, back on his 
old stomping ground, was 
immense; typified by a thou- 
shalt-not-pass diving header 
to deny Armand Gnanduillet 
15 minutes from time. 

The grit and the determina¬ 
tion was not exclusive to the 
Scot though and Luton’s laun¬ 
dry lady, Vera, will have a 
stubborn task on her hands to 
lift to dirt and grime off 


Luton’s all-white kit after 
1,001 glorious sliding tackles 
and bodies thrown coura¬ 
geously in the firing line. 

And all of this meant that 
there was precious little to do 
for new loan goalkeeper 
Jonathan Mitchell, but when 
he was called upon, the 
21-year-old Derby County 
stopper - signed until the end 
of the season - was com¬ 
manding. 

That was an encouraging 
sign as he was thrust straight 
into the action, having not 
trained, to take the place of 
Mark Tyler, who boss Jones 
confirmed is to leave Luton 
and return to his hometown 
club Peterborough United as 
a player-coach. 

Mitchell also played a huge 
part in the decider with a 
colossal goal-kick that found 
its way to Marriott via the 
head of Craig Mackail-Smith. 
The finish - a side-foot lob 
over O’s goalie Alex Cisak - 
was fit to win any football 
match. So too was the perfor¬ 
mance, or performances, as it 


was. There were two sides to 
them in the capital. 

In the first period, Town 
were a threatening counter¬ 
attacking proposition and 
then, after the break, when 
placed under huge scrutiny 
by Orient, they showed resil¬ 
ience and would not buckle. 

They deserved everything 
they got, particularly their 
half-time lead and goalscorer 
Marriott is now a man on 
flames, as the good folks on 


Twitter would say. The striker 
is now on level terms with 
Cameron McGeehan with 12 
apiece to top Town’s goalscor¬ 
ing charts. 

Rarely out of their half in the 
second period, there was one 
moment when that changed 
and Dan Potts - in for his first 
start in five months - caressed 
a curler just the wrong side of 
the upright, before hobbling 
off with well-earned cramp. 

Yet, in the face of a constant 


Orient barrage, the only time 
Town had to ride their luck 
was when the hosts’ player- 
manager Kevin Nolan headed 
wide from close range. 

As the O’s got desperate, 
Gnanduillet went to ground 
when McGeehan flailed a leg 
at him in the penalty box. 
Referee Charles Breakspear 
was unmoved. 

Luton, however, are only 
shooting in one direction and 
that’s up.
